A B O U T E D I TH C A V E L L . 


Edith Cavell, war nurse who was executed by Germans 


in Belgium on a charge of espionage, “ was a noble and 
courageous woman whom the Germans wore entitled to 
execute according to the rules of warfare,” according to 
a British official in a statement recently. 


Probably no incident during the war aroused greater 


indignation in France and England than the execution of 
Edith Cavell. 
She was not, in the narrower use of tin 


term, a spy. She was one of a ring of allied sympathizers 
who conducted an underground railway for the escape of 
Frenchmen and Belgians from territory raptured by tin* 
Germans in Belgium. 
These refugees were, in a large 


part, men who wished to rejoin the colors. 


The irony of the Cavell incident, was that the heroine j 


was betrayed by a Frenchman. 
This betrayer, George 
Gaston Quien, was in his early years t petty thief. 
La­ 
ter he developed the art of operating confidence games, 
and finally he indulged in infamous crimes. 
11.* had been 


arrested and convicted before the outbreak of the war, 
and was serving a term in St. Quentin prison. 
When the 


German tide rolled into northern 'France the 
French 


abandoned the prison ami its inmates in their haste to 
make a stand on the Marne river. 
These prisoners were 


liberated by the Germans and many of them accepted 
(commissions to work against the French government. 


Quien had no money when released, but be mad* 
friends with the German secret service officials and soon 
rolled in wealth. 
Meanwhile the Germans were learning 


of the existence of the underground railway, but sought 
fuller information before launching a drive again t it, so 
sis to catch as many in their trap as possible. 
i'Mch an assignment was not too low for Quien. Posing 
as a French army officr w ho had escaped from a German 
prison camp, Quien told a young Belgian girl of his de­ 
sire to return to his country. 
Gaining the girl’s confi­ 


dence, he was informed by her of the escape ring led by 
Edith Cavell. 
Being extremely grateful for the “ assist 


ance” rendered him, Quien made notes of the names and 
addresses of his benefactors a: he was smuggled from 
point to point at the risk of their lives. 
At Brussels, last 
station on the “ railway,” Quien lodged 
in tin* 
Gavel! 


house and made his last entries in his notebook. 
Then this Frenchman exposed the w hole group of pa­ 
triots to the German invaders. 
The subsequent roundup 
netted about twenty prisoners in addition to the nurse. All 
of them executed on Oct. 12, lb IT 
The French government missed hardlx a move in this 
drama and Quien was a hunted man from then onward. 
Late in 3 010 he was eaptom! in the Sahara desert and sen­ 
tenced to death. 
The French, however, proved mop 
lenient than the Germans. 
Quien’s sentence was commut­ 
ed to twenty years’ imprisonment, and it he survive- 
be 
will be liberated in October, 1108. 
He ;s now 
in the 
French military prison of Glairvaux. 


Perhaps the Germans were entitled to execute this wo­ 
man prisoner according to rules of war. 
But it was a stra 
tegic mistake. 
Afterward, whenever French leaders felt, 
their country weakening under the strain of war, they 
could stiffen backbones with a few words of reference 
to Edith Louisa Cavell.
